Public sentiment is a strange and 
elusive force. It sometimes fails to re­

ed. The people had evidently made up 
their minds that 
common 
drinking 
cups were bad and must go. So they 
have abolished them in at least twen­ 
ty-four states i n a little more than 
one year’s time. These states, accord­ 
ing to The ournajl of the American 
Medical Association, are

Colorado. Connecticut, Georgia, Idaho, 
Illinois, 
Iowa, 
Kansas, 
Louisiana, 
Massachusetts, Michigan. 
Minnesota. 
Mississippi,

Jersey, New York. Oklahoma. Oregon. 
'Pennsylvania. Rhode 
Island, South 
Dakota, Utah, Vermont and Washing­ 
ton. Doubtless the other states will 
act as soon as they have an oppor­ 
tunity. The moral is: Saturate the 
public with facts, and when the peo­ 
ple are convinced, they will act.
